World-wide Cooperation 
Concrete evidence that Russia 
can cooperate with the rest of the 
world: Both Russia and the U. S. 
Red Cross Societies are members 
of the League of Red Cross Soci- 
eties with headquarters in Geneva; 
the Peking regime of China is also 
represented there; all have cooper- 
ated with American, British and 
other delegates in meeting world 
disaster wherever it occurs. These 
and other facts became evident at 
the recent meeting of the League 
of World Red Cross Societies in 
Switzerland. Unlike the Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross, 
which is a purely Swiss body, the 
League is an international gather- 
ing of National Red Cross Soci- 
eties. The League’s activity is chief- 
ly a peacetime program, whereas 
the International Committee is at 
its peak in times of war and natur- 
ally does not have the collaboration 
of enemy countries, as does the 
Red Cross League. In the recent 
Greek earthquake disaster, nations 
behind the Iron Curtain—Poland, 
Rumania—sent contributions to the 
Greeks, as did Italy and other 
countries who are still impoverish- 
ed as a result of World War II. 
The Communist countries often 
adopt an aggravating, critical and 
uncooperative attitude in the Red 
Cross League’s programs, as they 
do at the UN. Nonetheless, the 
League still functions as an inter- 
national organization and the Com- 
munists continue as a part of it. 


WORLD RESOURCES: That 
many untapped sources of minerals 
exist in underdeveloped areas is 
apparent from a study of estimates 
of deposits in the Dead Sea. Its wa- 
fers are said to contain billions of 
tons of salt, bromine (used in anti- 
knock fuels for cars), potassium 
chloride (enough for the world’s 
need of potash fertilizer for 3,000 
years), magnesium chloride (the 
largest known concentration), and 
Probably oil.

ISENHOWER’S HOUR OF CRISIS: To understand the political 

trends of the coming months, the following conflicting factors must 
be kept clearly in mind: The Eisenhower Administration’s most decisive 
struggle centers chiefly within the Republican Party itself — whether the 
Republicans are to be led by the corpse-snatching Senator, Joe McCar- 
thy, who would base the Administration’s achievements almost entirely 
upon what can be exhumed from the past; or by the President who 
would have the party concentrate upon the problems that concern the 
living. The fact that the FBI is trailing every Communist in the country, 
day and night, and that Red influence in the Government has now reach- 
ed the vanishing point, seems to have little bearing on the matter in the 
minds of the GOP-McCarthy fanatics. 


President Eisenhower wishes very much to move forward to 
some constructive accomplishments which the country desperately stands 
in need of — action on taxation, tariff reductions, foreign aid, atomic 
defense, farm relief, etc., but the McCarthyites believe they can ride to 
political glory by continued grave digging and body snatching. (The Sen- 
ate, even to this day, has not exposed a single Communist who was not 
either under the skillful surveillance of the FBI or had been noted in 
their files as an alleged subversive who had ceased his waywardness — 
or had been buried by the undertaker.) 

TAFT LEFT A GREAT VACUUM that none can fill. As long 
as he lived, there was a bridge between Eisenhower, his Cabinet and the 
hard core of reactionary Republicanism which controls Congress. When 
Eisenhower’s moderately liberal policies carried him too far from what 
could be reasonably expected in the way of congressional support, Taft 
was able to bring him back. When Congress bucked and kicked until it 
was in danger of becoming unhitched from the entire Administration’s 
program, Taft could get the wheel horses back in line. But with Taft 
gone, the power of the Republican Party resides within a handful of

What One Man Can Do 


Fifteen years ago a man who 
had some money to invest became 
concerned about the slums in near- 
by neighborhoods and the growing 
families who lived in those slums. 
He felt that private capital could 
profitably finance low-cost housing 
—that capitalism as such should be 
creative enough to clean up after 
itself. For that’s what slums really 
are, places where business — where 
capitalism — has lived, made its 
success and then moved on to new- 
er, more promising fields. 

This one man proposed to start 
a one-man experiment. He would 
invest in a low-rent housing project 
for families with limited income. 
The experts said private capital 
couldn’t do it, that for one man to 
try it was crazy. This one man said 
he certainly thought it was crazy 
to let people raise their children in 
dirty crowded shacks and fire-trap 
buildings. So he built a 10-family 
apartment building, simple in struc- 
ture, plain and solid—and each 
family paid only $25 a month 
for a 4-room apartment. That was 
15 years ago and the rent has nev- 
er been raised. Why? Because this 
property earned a 4 per cent profit 
on the investment every year, plus 
2 per cent annually for the retire- 
ment of the original investment — 
that’s a good profit, that’s good 
business — and it’s good for the 
country. Thanks to Gerald B. Lam- 
bert of Princeton, N. J., for show- 
ing America what one man can do 
to build a better America. 


How To Stop A Slum 


This year’s Philadelphia award 
for outstanding civic service went 
to Francis Bosworth, director of the 
Friends Neighborhood Guild. When 
he assumed direction of this Quak- 
er settlement house ten years ago, 
his primary problem was: How can 
we keep neighborhood youth out of 


trouble unless we tackle the cause—

slum housing? The entire surround- 
ing area was blighted—what could 
one man do? 

Yet today — as a direct result of 
his concern — a square block in the 
center of that slum area has actual- 
ly been remodeled into fresh well- 
planned apartment units that were 
partly built by those who are to live 
in them and own them cooperative- 
ly — with their labor constituting 
their down payments. 

The self-help plan is not a fast 
efficient way to create new housing 
but it makes home ownership pos- 
sible for families who would prob- 
ably never be able to save up 
enough cash for a down payment, 
and it creates the best possible bar- 
rier against future deterioration of 
the property (the bugaboo of most 
redevelopment projects is the pros- 
pect of seeing a cleared slum slide 
backward again.) But owners don’t 
abuse their own property, especial- 
ly when they have helped to build 
it. Other positive benefits include 
the promotion of good neighbor- 
hood feeling, interracial understand- 
ing, and the blending of laboring 
and white collar workers. An inci- 
dental but important aspect of the 
project: whereas this particular 
block was formerly 97 per cent Ne- 
gro, the renovated buildings are 
now occupied by one-third Negro 
families and two-thirds white fami- 
lies, which is in proportion to the 
racial pattern of the neighborhood. 

This Quaker-sponsored self-help 
program served as an experiment 
in evolving a formula whereby oth- 
er such projects can be undertak- 
en, not only in Philadelphia but in 
other cities. This is not a large- 
scale or final way to solve the slum 
problem but rather an idea for 
stopping the spread of a slum and 
for redeeming a fringe zone around 
the hard core of the blighted dis- 
trict. The Quakers stress that such 
a project should be integrated into 
a larger plan that tackles the hard 
core of the blight. 

The original block of brick 
houses was built about a hundred 
years ago for 25 families in com- 
fortable circumstances. Five years 
ago this block housed 114 families 
in squalor. Half of the actual struc- 
tures were sound and these have 
been remodeled into attractive one, 
two and three-bedroom units. The 
first 52 apartments required down 
payments of $700 to $1,200 — but 
only two families could raise the 
cash. The others contributed from 
800 to 1,000 hours of spare-time 
labor in return for their equity in 
their own homes, the balance to be 
paid off in monthly amounts which 
include taxes, heat, utilities, total- 
ing no more than the old slum rent. 


The self-help labor amounts to 


about 10 per cent of the total con-

three of whom fought Eisenhower from the beginning. Eisenhower is 
still further handicapped by a natural disinclination towards, if not a dis- 
taste for, politics. Military men are not cultivated in the arts of compro- 
mise, which is the life of politics. Eisenhower has conceived of his lead- 
ership as that of a creator of policies for the GOP politicians to carry 
out, since he is the nominal leader of the party, though himself remain- 
ing aloof from the political battlefields. But without Taft, that system 
hasn’t worked, and time and again Eisenhower has been forced back into 
the fray, later to return disillusioned to the seclusion of the White House. 

AS SOON AS CONGRESS CONVENES, Eisenhower and the 
GOP Congress will clash head-on over the issues we have named above. 
On each, Eisenhower faces stubborn opposition from members of his 
own party, and must depend for decisive support on the Democrats. If, 
however, he ignores Republican sentiments in Congress, he will split the 
party, and if he jumps down into the political arena to fight it out on the 
issues he seeks to promote, it will stir up a bitter partisan row between 
Democrats and Republicans and thus alienate many of the Democrats 
whose support he needs. This difficulty was apparent from the very time 
of his nomination — as we reported at the time — and it vitally affects 
many economic matters close to the lives and fortunes of all of us. 

If you are a. Republican and are sympathetic to Eisenhower’s 
more moderate and liberal trends, let your congressmen know how you 
feel, for the arch-reactionaries and McCarthyites from both the House 
and the Senate are tightly organized to blockade almost every enlighten- 
ed progressive move the President hopes to make. 


EACE IS BEING STRENGTHENED for the coming years through 
the immutable — sometimes ironic — movements of history. The 
relationship between the Russian army and the Communist party re- 
mains the key, not only to developments within Russia, but to the whole 
world Communist movement. When Stalin died, we explained the inevitable 
struggle that would arise within the Communist party and between the 
party and the army as the long-standing tensions, kept submerged by 
Stalin’s prestige, boiled to the surface. 

THE RUSSIAN ARMY IS NOT A COMMUNIST ORGAN- 
IZATION — few if any of its high command are members of the Com- 
munist party. However, some of Stalin’s old team mates (Budenyi, Vor- 
oshilov, Bulganin) did come up through the Red revolutionary army of 
Lenin and Trotsky to win generals’ uniforms as they posed about the 
Red Square. But they were not soldiers; they were professional Commu- 
nists — which is in itself a full-time profession. And these men did not 
last long as military commanders in World War II. The able young gen- 
erals, who emerged after brilliant victories in the field, swept the old po- 
litical soldiers aside and received great popular acclaim. These able gen- 
erals, such as Zhukov, Russokovsky, Sokolovsky have not been party 
members. They have always been soldiers. The Stalin regime became 
afraid of their popularity and they were pushed out of the limelight and 
almost into discard when World War II ended. But with Stalin’s death, 
these military men have emerged and are acknowledged to be the rising 
center of influence in the new post-Stalin Russia. As we previously re- 
ported, a squadron of Russian army tanks suddenly appeared in the Red 
Square and surrounded some of the buildings in the Kremlin, and when 
these tanks backed away, one of the old Stalin gang was missing — 
Beria. Beria had commanded Stalin’s political police, the only armed or- 
ganization in the Soviet that could threaten the supremacy of the army. 
The army was moving in and it wasn’t taking any chances. 

ARMY VS. PARTY: There is a big difference between the Rus- 
sian army and the Communist party. It is the Communist party that cre- 
ated the plan and preached the doctrine of world conquest by commu- 
nism, and in that concept the Russian Army was to be merely a tool. The 
relationship between a revolutionary political movement and a nation’s 
army is revealed by a backward glance at Hitler and his armies. The 
Nazies were also going to conquer the world, — with the German army 
but a tool to be used for that purpose. As every informed person knows, 
most of Hitler’s generals opposed him all the way. Few of them were 
ever active in the Nazi party; they were professional army men. Hitler 
understood this and kept the men under the political domination of the 
Nazi party. Resentment and hatred for Hitler never subsided in the Ger- 
man high command. Twice Hitler’s generals openly rebelled against him 
and once in 1944 they almost killed him when he barely escaped a bomb 
explosion. Hitler executed several of his generals then to hold power in 
those last desperate months of the struggle. 

Throughout history armies always have traditionally represented 
nationalism (whether of a tribe or a world power). Armies have been 
largely drawn from the masses of the people, the peasants and workers, 


with the generals coming from the landed aristocracy. Even when the

This 
took years of patient negotiations 
(and 26 lawyers) to iron out all the 
problems involved, but 16 months 
ago work was actually started and 
today half the project (about 45 
apartment units) is completed. 
The Quakers’ original investment 
of $60,000 will be written off a 
“the cost of pioneering.” They wil 
have no permanent financial inter. 
est in the project. The financing has 
been arranged under FHA, Section 
213, the first self-help cooperative 
program of its kind in the nation 
The long-term 90 per cent mort 
gage on the cooperative units ha 
been taken over by a conservative 
old Philadelphia saving institution. 
No tax exemptions were involved 
The Pennsylvania urban redevelop. 
ment law covered a third of the 
“land write-down” (the difference 
between cost of the slum area to 
the Redevelopment Authority and 
its resale price to the Quakers). 
The Philadelphia City Council 
made up the balance but expects to 
recover it eventually in higher taxes 
and on savings on social services. 
In the wake of this Quaker ex 
periment, many improvements have 
been undertaken in the surrounding 
area — several blocks are already 
being cleared for subsidized public 
housing for lower middle income 
groups by the Redevelopment Av 
thority, and plans are under way to 
reclaim about 25 more surrounding 
blocks. Also the Reading Railroad 
has hastened its conversion to elec: 
tric engines and Diesels to elimin- 
ate the smoke haze from a re-fuel 
ing station in the neighborhood. 
Francis Bosworth considers that 
the human rehabilitation in this er 
periment is its most important 
achievement. The biggest problem 
in a slum area is the constant drait- 
ing off of enterprising leadership. 
this self-help housing project is no 
only holding its more gifted peopl 
but is attracting others. 
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Churchill Vs. The Facts 


Wide reading of Winston Church- 
ill’s popular The Second World 
War inclines American thought 
to accept the Churchill-Roosevelt 
interpretation of the war — its 
causes, its strategy, the meaning of 
its successes and failures — with a 
blind conformity unworthy of our 
free society. 

Winston Churchill will go down 
in history as one of England’s great 
prime ministers and a heroic war 
leader. But, as every historian 
knows, Churchill and Roosevelt 
committed a good many blunders, 
some of them colossal, yet these are 
neatly tucked out of sight or only 
hinted at in the Churchill mem- 
oirs. If you would like to get differ- 
ent views of this era through which 
we have lived, examine two new 
books, Unconditional Hatred by 
Captain Russell Grenfell of the 
Royal British Navy: (Devin-Adair, 
$3.75), and Perpetual War For Per- 
petual Peace, edited by Harry EI- 
mer Barnes (The Caxton Printers, 
Ltd.,$6). Your public library should 
either have these books or secure 
them as reference material. 


The Grenfell book deals with 
both the success and the failure of 
British and American wartime pol- 
icies and concerns itself especially 
with the primary consideration as to 
whether or not either country’s vi- 
tal interest required its participation 
in what he calls the Continental 
European Wars of 1914 to ’18 and 
1939 to °45. This high ranking 
British Navy officer and well-known 
authority on naval strategy — with 
several important books on that 
subject to his credit—- makes a 
strong case for the view that both 
of these great wars were continua- 
tions of a century or more of strug- 
gle on the continent of Europe, and 
that neither England nor America 
should have been involved in them. 
Thus by conserving their vast re- 
sources, the British and American 
sea and air power today would 
have been in a position — without 
the impoverishment of rearmament 
— to curb Russia. Despite Europe’s 
intermittent quarrelling a more sta- 
ble and balanced peace could have 
thus been achieved than is possible 
under the present global impover- 
ishment and hatreds. 

Captain Grenfell submits histori- 
cal references to prove that Hitler 
had no intention of invading Brit- 
ain and could not have done so suc- 
cessfully even if he had conquered 
Europe; that, to the contrary, Eng- 
land could have forever kept the 
Nazis in a defensive state of weak- 
ness. And, as England continued to 
harbor her great resources and sup- 
port the anti-Nazi elements on the 
continent, the wild Nazi dream- 
State would eventually have col- 
lapsed. Grenfell disposes of the hys- 


terical concept that Hitler planned

people are sorely oppressed, revolutionary action represents a splinter 
movement which in turn must bend the military to its will. If the military 
are won over to the revolutionary movement, the army becomes the first 
curb on extreme departures from national traditions. In the case of the 
Nazis, the German generals resented Adolf, the red-nosed paperhanger 
from Austria, and considered him a usurper, an. upstart. Hitler the revo- 
lutionary they accepted, but only as he might be used to restore Ger- 
many to her rightful place in history. 

Now that the Russian revolution has been accomplished, the Rus- 
sian generals consider it their task to curb Communist fanaticism and 
rebuild the national life in terms of the fulfillment of the historical des- 
tiny of the Russian people. The Russian generals have little interest in 
starting communism in British Guiana, Indochina or any place else. Like 
all army men everywhere, by the very nature of their profession, the gen- 
erals want a strong impregnable Russia under a political leadership favor- 
able to the army and the generals. The Communist revolutionaries have 
kept Russia divided, impoverished, in perpetual turmoil in their frantic 
effort to advance world revolution. The generals don’t want to start any- 
thing they can’t finish in their favor. The Russian military strategists in 
the Soviet’s military academies are teaching their cadets — just as we do 
at West Point — that an army should not start a war unless its leaders 
can see three ways to win it, and they know that American strength 
blocks any such dream of conquest. The Russian generals are very able 
men and highly respected by military experts in the Western world. 

The Russian generals will continue, no doubt, to watch with curi- 
ous interest as the international Communist subversives bore away 
wherever rotten foundations exist under any nation. But they will be in- 
clined to let “nature take its course” in history as far as revolutions are 
concerned, using their influence to keep Russia moving toward the more 
stable paths of nationalism, paths that all nations follow most of the 
time in their long history. The army wants Russian industry and agricul- 
ture built up so the country will have a firm foundation for any crisis. 

Many recent reports from Moscow have indicated that the army 
is demanding a concentration of the leadership and resources on a long- 
range development of the nation’s industrial life and a general improve- 
ment in the living standards, a concentration that precludes any military 
adventuring for years to come. (See N. Y. Times, Nov. 21, N. Y. Herald 
Tribune, Nov. 23.) Though Communist extremists and revolutionary fa- 
natics will be dampened and curbed by the more realistic views of the 
army, nevertheless, communism as a subversive world force will continue 
to exist wherever poverty and oppression invite it— and such condi- 


tions will long persist in many parts of the globe. The professional anti-

to invade America, which was the 


basis of most war propaganda in 
this country, with a few profound 
and sweeping revelations. The in- 
vasion of this Hemisphere by the 
Nazis would have required at least 
25 to 30 years of consolidation of 
Nazi power in Europe, which could 
never have been accomplished be- 
cause of the endless writhing resist- 
ance of all Europe against the Nazi 
domination, augmented by Britain’s 
counter attacks along the lines men- 
tioned above. After 30 years, if the 
Nazis survived at all, the Hitler 
clique who inaugurated the move- 
ment would be out and the natural 
modifications of history would have 
stemmed Nazi expansionism — as 
is happening in Russia since the 
death of Stalin. All this reveals the 
absurdity of the wartime propagan- 
da that if we didn’t send our boys 
to stop Hitler, he would be over 
here in a year or two. 


The book edited by historian 
Barnes deals chiefly with the way 
in which the Roosevelt-Churchill 
policy brought the world to its pres- 
ent state of fear, tension and wide- 
spread poverty. Each chapter is 
written by an authority in his field, 
such as Charles Callan Tansill, 
Frederick R. Sanborn, George 
Morgenstern and William Henry 
Chamberlain. 


These chapters cover effectively 
all the main aspects of the recent 
foreign policy of the United States; 
the efforts of the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration to cover up for the mili- 
tary hierarchy in Washington; the 
hedging, forgetfulness and plain ly- 
ing which took place in the effort 
to put the blame on Gen. Short and 
Admiral Kimmel for Pearl Harbor. 


Both of these books can be 
charged with “isolationism” and 
we certainly do not recommend 
them as sole foundations of our 
views of the past. But they do pre- 
sent a more balanced picture of our 
era than the Churchill volumes 
which are aimed chiefly at: estab- 
lishing Churchill as the champion 
of the English-speaking alliance, 
and crediting that alliance with sav- 
ing the world prior to 1945 — and 
claiming that Churchill could have 
saved it after 1945 if everyone had 
followed his advice! 


The main thesis in Churchill’s 
book is that, if Roosevelt and Eis- 
enhower and other American chiefs 
had not blocked his proposed strate- 
gy and insisted on concentrating 
our attacks in the West, we would 
have struck up through the Bal- 
kans and cut Russia off from Ger- 
many and Central Europe. In his 
presentation of records and argu- 
ments, he totally ignores what Rus- 
sia’s counter maneuvers would have 
been — obviously, the inevitable 


concentration of Russian might

across Poland and all of Northern 
Germany, along the Baltic, through 
Denmark: to the North Sea, which 
would have put Russia in a far 
more dynamic position towards the 
West than now! The collapse of 
Germany, with our forces weaken- 
ed in the West by a massive on- 
slaught in Southeast Europe, would 
have made the counter-maneuver 
inevitable and very desirable to the 
Soviet, and our forces would have 
come to rest woefully scattered 
through the immense are of moun- 
tainous Southeastern Europe. Look 
at a European map. Even a very 
wise man blown up to God-like 
dimensions does not change geog- 
raphy. 





Advertising Racketeers 

Tooth paste is a desirable and 
useful product for keeping the 
mouth clean, so there’s a fine mar- 
ket for tooth paste manufacturers 
to present their wares without re- 
sorting to the dishonest and mis- 
leading advertising which, the 
American Dental Association re- 
cently charged, is undermining 
the nation’s dental health. 

Remember when “ammoniated” 
tooth paste was the miracle prep- 
aration? That was four years ago— 
and millions of dollars were spent 
by consumers on this product, 
though dentists cautioned, and ex- 
perience has borne out, that it was 
no better than other tooth pastes. 
But hopped-up, big-league promo- 
tion kept sales soaring for a long 
time. Then before these rosy claims 
wore too thin, another advertising 
stunt was dreamed up —the new 
“miracle” was chlorophyll tooth 
paste which was supposed to guar- 
antee everything from happy mar- 
riage to a spectacular social career. 
Before the chlorophyll business lost 
its momentum, the ad writers press- 
ed for a new gimmick for needling 
the consumer market, and the man- 
ufacturers came up with ther latest 
earth-shaking discovery — anti-en- 
zyme chemicals. The idea is that 
the enzymes in your mouth form 
acids which damage the tooth 
enamel, that anti-enzymes will neu- 
tralize them so you will be happy 
again. 

The crude dishonest ballyhoo in 
ads in the newspapers and maga- 
zines, on radio and TV, has been 
denounced by dentists far and wide 
as a complete misrepresentation, 
despite the claims of the “fortified” 
tooth paste manufacturers. The 
American Dental Association Jour- 
nal, unimpressed by advertising 
claims, has bluntly stated in a re- 
cent issue that no dentifrice ever 
put on the market has done any- 
thing more than help the tooth 
brush do the job of ordinary soap 
on all tooth surfaces. “In view of 


the long and unhappy history of

Communist fanatics in this country will continue their endeavor to at- 
tribute all disturbances to “Moscow infiltration.” The American military 
will continue to use “scare” techniques, focused on the danger of a Rus- 
sian attack, to keep the public stirred up so it will support our fantastic 
military expenditures (84 per cent of the total Federal budget goes for 
military costs). But for those who care to follow the truth, the above 
trends within Russia will have clear and hopeful meaning. 

We should not ignore the fact that the military of Russia and the 
military in this country both live and work on the assumption that war 
is likely, if not inevitable, between the two nations. The Communists 
believe this because their doctrines teach that the capitalist nations will be 
forced to attack Russia to stamp out the evergrowing threat of the “pro- 
letariat revolution” to world capitalism, and the Russian generals, view- 
ing the ring of over 70 air bases that we have been lately building near 
the Soviet frontiers cannot be expected to discount the warnings of their 
Communist associates. The financial interests in this country with heavy 
investments in Asia, the Near East, and elsewhere, (oil, rubber, tin and 
other ores, shipping monopolies, etc.) where Communist infiltration 
threatens, seem to believe that American military power cannot be main- 
tained at sufficient strength to protect the extended frontier of our in- 
vestments, without keeping the American people so stirred up by fear of 
a Russian attack upon our cities and home communities that they will ac- 
cept the extraordinary burden of tax upon income and manpower to sup- 
port the large military machine. The enlargement of the hope for peace 
depends upon informed individuals combating the distortions, hysteria 
and hatreds that support military extremism and breed war, so that we 
may increasingly cooperate with God as He continues to work His will 
through the life of the nations. 


IGH TARIFF AND WAR: The country is split on the tariff issue 

through almost all business, labor, political and agricultural levels. 
Even the 17-man commission appointed by President Eisenhower to ex- 
amine the problem and recommend a solution is reported to be hopeless- 
ly split. Both sides seem to follow the line of self-interest. Even labor 
leaders associated with industries facing competition from foreign goods 
are in most instances swinging their support to the high tariff groups, 
which are led otherwise by the most conservative business elements. In 
the meantime, the present Reciprocal Trade Act continues in a state of 
partial paralysis because no new trade agreements are being made, and it 
is anticipated that Congress, hopelessly deadlocked on the issue, will do 
little more than add a one-year extension to the present ineffective law. 
In other words, by default, a more or less high tariff policy will con- 
tinue. Many nations, now unable to compete successfully on the Ameri- 
can market because of high tariff barriers, are already complaining to in- 
ternational trade organizations that if American tariffs are not lowered, 
they face bankruptcy. With poverty widespread throughout so much of 
the world, the American market offers what is equivalent to either a 
margin of prosperity — or else slow trade strangulation, to many coun- 
tries on our perimeter. 

One small but very bright light has been lifted on the trade hori- 
zon: A proposal that those industries and communities which would suf- 
fer most from lowering of tariff barriers be given Federal assistance dur- 
ing the period of adjustment. The Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment, made up of representatives from large but progressive business 
groups and representatives of the CIO, have forwarded these proposals. 
Those industries associated with woolen goods, glassware, jewelry, small mo- 
tor cars, motorcycles, bicycles, and food products, including cheese, canned 
fish, etc., which would face vigorous foreign competition, would be aid- 
ed in either reconverting their equipment for the production of other 
goods not so affected by foreign competition or in moving their plants 
and employees to new locations more favorable for marketing. It is felt 
that this would be a sound application of Government aid, specific 
taxes being drawn from those who would immediately prosper from in- 
creased world trade, to aid the few who would be penalized. The objec- 
tions raised by the high tariff groups that this would cause increased Gov- 
ernment interference with business is a flat contradiction of the very 
theory so vigorously propounded in support of high tariffs which, by 
Government “interference,” protect other business interests. When the 
Government “protects me and my business” — that’s o.k., but when it 
protects the other fellow, that’s “socialism!” 

The international aspects of this problem should be headlined over 
the country: If we continue to wall ourselves in and to protect our own 
prosperity, other nations, even our most important and strongest allies, 
will be forced to increase their trade with Communist areas, and will 
also be compelled to make exclusive trade agreements with their neigh- 
bors which will in turn lift barriers to the importation of American goods. 
Trade wars, world depression and war usually follow such a process.
